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REVIVALS AND CAMP MEETINGS 


The Value of Souls Should be Taken Into 


Serious Consideration. 








INTERCESSORY AND PRE- 
VAILING PRAYER IS THE 
ALL IMPORTANT 
FACTOR 





It is time now tc begin to 
make prparations for our 
spring and summer revivals and 
camp meetings. These are varv 
essential because more people 
are; saved in special meetings 
than any other way. In these 
meetings there is more time 
taken and greater effort made 
than at the common meetings. 

In starting a fire some kind- 
lings are required. Kindlings are 
the material used for causing 
flame or kindling a fire. Re- 
vival fire must be started or 
there will be no revivals. Peovle 
who have the Holy Ghost are 
expected to be on fire all the 
time, but revivals should be held 
in plices where there is no fire, 
so the kindlings need to be used. 

We used to sing the old song: 
“Revive us again, fi} each heart 

with thy love: 
May each soui be rekindled with fire 
from above. 


Hallelujah! thine the glory, 
Halletujah! Amen, 

Hallelujah! thine the glory, 
Revive us again.” 


To my mind this is a good 
song to sing to cause the water 
to begin to boil: Some one has 
said, “The human heart is the 
furnace, spiritual truth is the 
fuel; prayer, the match: the 
Holy Spirit, the fire from it; il- 
lustrative facts, anecdotes, and 
incidents, the kindlings; the 
Christian worker, the fire build- 
er. Jesus, with the Father, is 
the proprietor and director.” 

While these may all be essen- 
tial in the starting of a reviv::l, 
yet of allof them surely the 
prayer is a special necessity: It 
is just as impossible to have a 
revival without prayer as it is 
to start a fire without a match. 
You may have the kindlings— | 
paper, shavings or whatever— | 
and the wood or coal and every- | 
thing ready, but tue fire will not 
start until the match is struck 
and applied. You may have the 
singing, the preaching, the 
music, the people and_ every- 
thing ready for a_ revival, but 
the fire will not take hold with- 
out prayer. 

How often congregati:ns 
have shiveréd spiritually under 
sermons that are cold just be- 
cause the minister had neglect- 
ed to secure needed _ kindlirgs 
or was too “dignified” to use 
them. A little girl tried to build 
her first fire by laying a match 
on the top of a stick of wood. 
It of course went out and she 
was disappointed. Workers who 
dispense with spiritual kindlings 
altogether, or who use them at 
‘rong times and places and to 
wrong persons and without the 
match of prayer are -as unwise 
as the little girl, and must meet 
with a similar disappointment. 

The Christian worker who 
cannot strike this match, or 
who has no kindling prepared is 
as much out of place as a_ re- 
vival leader as a baby would be 
to lead a battle. Such shonld 
seek at once some Lentecostal 
“upper chamber” and_ tarry 
there until this secret wisdom: 
which the Father delights to 
give even to spiritual babes, is, 
possessed. Then, and not till 
then, other conditions being. 








met, shall come the aqualifi- 
cation to lead on to revival vic- 
tory: 

Well do I remember my first 
experience. I knew nothing a- 
bout what it took for kindling, 
and never thought of the match 
being prayer, but I can look 
back now and see how I busied 
myself all day long in preparing 
kindling and getting my box of 
matches ready for the night 
service. And when night came 
the box of matches was turned 
loose on the kindling and the 
revival fire blazed so high that 
it startled the whole neighhor- 
hood and almost all in the com- 
munity came to the fire. And 
many from a_ neighboring 
village came to the fire. This 
continued for about two weeks 
and souls were saved every 
night from the very first. I did 
not know then asI do ‘now 
what it takes to have a revival. 


Kindlings have to be prepared 
and possessed before they can 
be used. There might be an 
abundance of material for kind- 
lings at hand, and yet all of it 
be valueless for kindling pur- 
poses, because not prepared or 
possessed. A pine board makes 
excellent kindling when it is 
split up in fine splintery pieces. 
but strike a match and lay it on 
the board before it is ‘split up 
and the match will burn up and 
go out and still there will be no 
fire. 


Many a person has felt the 
discomfort caused by waiting 
while his host, whose hospital- 
ities he shares after the evening 
revival service is over, is hunt- 
ing up kindlings and preparing 
them for building a fire. How 
much needless shivering would 
have been saved if only the 
kindlings had been prepared he- 
forehand! 


Such a person is a picture of 
the preacher Who “beats the 
air” or shouts and jumps about 
in his sermon and personal in- 
structions because he has neg- 
lected to prepare and have easy 
of access a supply of power and 
fitting words and _ illustrations. 
This same preacher that fails 
in his efforts to have a_ revival 
often lays the blame for his faii- 
ure upon his innocent congre- 
gation whom he is allowing to 
shiver and freeze because he 
has no kindlings to start with. 


Since prayer is the great 
factor in successful revival and 
camp meeting work let us com- 
mence now to pray for a great 
revival this year. Let us all pray 
and work for another Pentecost. 
Oh, that we too may count our 
converts by the thousand. Why 
not double our memberhip this 
year? Is this too much to ex- 
pect? While we are engaged in 
other great things for the 
church this year we must not 
neglect the revival work- While 
we are making increases in 
buildings, mission  collectons 
and mission work, we must not 
content ourselves without a 
sweeping revival that will bring 
in thousands of souls, saved, 
sanctified, and filled with ithe 
Holy Ghost. 


Is the Lord’s ear heavy that 
He cannot hear? Is His hand 
shortened that He cannot save? 
No! His promise is given, let us 
prove Him. His power is suf- 
ficient, let us test it. Oh that 


Zion may travail! Let every 
member pray earnestly for this 
revival fire to break in upon us! 
Let every preacher ascend 
“Mount Carmel,” and pray till 
the little cloud rises from the 
sea, and then in the spirit of 
prophecy announce to. the 
Church that he hears the sound 
of abundance of rain- 

Prayer will beget faith, and 
faith will beget works, and 
works will bring people to God 
and salvation. There are many 
ways to help the revival along. 
Pray for it and for special in- 
dividuals. Pray persistently. 
Talk about the revival, noting 
particularly the encouraging 
tokens. 


Talk with people about prep- 
aration for life, death judg- 
ment, and eternity. Tell them 
your experience. Pray with 
them. Urge them to immediate 
decision. Never dispute or ar- 
gue with them. Get them to 
come with you to the meetings. 
When they are there, invite 
them to come with you to the 
altar. Invite persistently. 


I read of a man who asked a 
person for a church _ subscrip- 
tion, but was flatly refused the 
first time. He went again and 
again, and on the fifth appli- 
cation received one hundred 
dollars. Let the same _persist- 
ence appear in soul-saving work. 


Remember that personal per- 
suasion is one of the mightiest 
agencies which the Spirit uses 
to convict and convert men. 
And the value of souls should be 
taken into serious consideration 
always. 


A certain Christian worker 
gives an experience as _ fol- 
lows :— 


“The other Sunday I was 
more than ever impressed with 
the importance of urging an 
immediate surrender at each 
service. I was dealing with two 
men inthe back of the tent;they 
were under deep conviction. I 
urged them to accept Christ, 
but they said, ‘not now’ They 
finally gave me their word that 
they would ‘make a start in the 
afternoon. I left them and went 
to the altar, but was impressed 
that it was their last chance. I 
went back to them, and finally 
persuaded them to come to the 
altar. They were soon rejoicing 
in the knowledge of sins for- 
given. One of them had just 
reached home when he was 
taken sick.* * * His case was 
pronounced dangerous, but he 
looked into eternity happy in 
the love of Christ. We never 
know but what we are talking 
to sinners for the last time.” 


It is the work of revivals and 
camp-meetings to sound the a- 
larm and wake people up. The 
following from the pen of Mrs. 
B—, should startle all who are 
slumbering the fatal sleep of re- 
ligious indifference. She says:— 

“They do not recognize the 
fact as they ought that Satan 
has men fast asleep in sin 
and that itis his great device to 
keep them so. He does not care 
what we do if he can do that. 
We may sing songs about ‘the 
sweet by and by;’ preach ser- 
mons, and say prayers, and go 
the jogtrot round and round, 
barrel-organ fashion, till dooms 
day, and he will never concern 
himself about us if we don’t 
wake anybody up; but if we 
wake anybody, he will guash on 





us with his teeth. This is our 
work—to wake people up. That 
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is your responsibility, you 
Christians. If that man with 
whom you are coming in con- 
tact dies, and is damned in his 
sleep, and you never went the 
common -sense, reasonable way 
to wake him, God will demand 
his soul of you. Wake him! 
Wake him! Remember, sinners 
are indifferent.” 


I want our people to remem- 
ber that the great responsibility 
of soul saving is upon us. Peo- 
ple are asleep. They will sleep 
on and drop into hell if we do 
not wake them up. They don’t 
know they need salvation be - 
cause they are asleep. Many 
who make a profession of sal- 
vation are asleep also. They do 
not know they need to be sanc- 
tified wholly. They do not know 
they need to be filled with the 
Holy Ghost. They are asleep to 
their best interests and eternal 
welfare. 


It is true that intercessory 
and prevailing prayer is the all 
important factor in revivals and 
camp-meetings, but earnest, 
persistent personal effort should: 
not be neglected: Go to them! 
and talk face to face with 
them. Make them know you are 
personally interested in them. 
Pray until you are fired up with 
holy zeal and feel the worth of 
a soul and then go in the power 
of the Spirit and urge an im- 
mediate surrender. 


In house to house visits years 
ago l often had “home revi- 
vals, I called on entire strangevs, 
commenced to talk religion 
as soon as I entered the door, 
often would not even sit down, 
but would talk religion and soon 
have the whole family on their 
knees praying and crying to 
God for salvation. My soul was 
aflame with a passion for souls. 
As soon as my work was done 
at that home I was off to anoth- 
er. 


1 well remember a_ certain 
place in Indiana. A few of the 
neighbors had gathered. It was 
a good opportunity. I scarcely 
took time for salutations. I 
walked the floor and wrung my 
hands and urged them to hurry 
and get to God. One spoke up 
and said, “I don’t like to be 
seared into any thing.” I 
said it was time to _ be scar- 
ed and went on with 
my “home sermon” and ina 
few moments that one that did 
not like to be scared into any- 
thing was down crying to God 
and nearly all who were there 
were praying either for them- 
selves or for others who were 
unsaved. The“home revival’ was 
on in earnest. But I could not 
stay long. I must go on and find 
others: 


My work has changed now, 
but my passion for souls has 
not abated. I am working to the 
same end—the salvation of the 
lost. 


I earnestly intreat you, my 
dearly beloved, to think on the 
value of a soul. Pray until you 
have a passion for souls that 
exceeds anything you have ever 
experienced: Get to business in 
earnest this year. Make the re- 
vivals and camp-meetings 
count more than ever. Be a 
willing sacrifice. Do anything 
for the salvation of the lost.

Much has been written on the 
subject of “theology,” but when 
it comes to demonology there 
seems to be only a vague idea 
about this very important sub- 
ject. 

In speaking of Satan, Paul 
says, “We are not ignorant of 
his devices.” 2 Cor. 2: 11. While 
giving instructions about spirit- 
uals,” he said, “But if any man 
be ignorant, let him be ignor- 
ant.” 1 Cor. 14: 38. Or, in other 
words, if a man does not care 
to know anout these things and 
persists in being ignorant, “let 
him be ignorant.” 

He says again, “I would not 
have you ignorant.” 1 Cor. 12:1. 
In this case he speaking 
about spiritual gifts, and one of 
the gifts was “discerning of 
spirits.” 1 Cor. 2:10. That is, to 
see the spirits, know of their 
working, etc. 

1 am truly thankful that we 
ure not left in darkness about 
this subject, for we have the 
Spirit of the Lord and many 
are receiving revelation about 
demons and their malicious 
workings.

Satan—Devil. 

Satan is derived from the He- 
brew word which means adver- 
sary; devil from the Greek word 
which means slanderer. These 
are the leading names given to 
the enemy by the Word. Yet 
there are many appellations giv- 
en him, suggested by his. char- 
acter; namely, Abaddon, Apol- 
lyon, Beelzebub, great dragon, 
god of this world, prince of tne 
power of the air. Many other 
titles that are applied to the one 
great enemy, Satan, could be 
mentioned, but there is one 


name given to him by God Him- 
self; Lucifer which means day 


star. Isa. 14:12. Venus is some- 
times referred to by astrono- 
mers as the day star, also as 
Lucifer. I do not know why Sa-| 
tan was called Lucifer unless, at | 
one time, he was a great light, | 
and like Venus, was very con-| 
spicuous and closely related to | 
this earth. | 

Many commentators agree 
that he was a great light, and 
that he was once in heaven, 
where God’s throne is, but he | 
led a_ great rebellion of the; 
heavenly host, and was finally | 
defeated by Michael and his an- 
gels and.cast down to the earth. 
They base their argument on 
Revelation, twelfth chapter, 
Luke 10:18, where Jesus said, 
“T beheld Satan as lighting fall 
from heaven.” I do not under- 
stand the Scriptures to teach 
that Lucifer was ever in the 
“heaven of heavens” where 
God’s throne is» I want 
to notice this thought in the 
light of the Scriptures to see i 
they bear this idea. 

First, notice the fourth chap 
ter of Revelation. The first vers 
reads, “After this I looked, an 
behold, a door was opened i 
heaven: and the first voice * * * 
said, Come up hither, and I will 
shew thee things which must be 
HEREAFTER.” The key words 
to this verse. are “after this’ 
and “hereafter” “After this” 
meant after the things spoken of 
in the first three chapters which 
finished the church age. In the 
fourth: chapter the rapture had 
taken place as other Scriptures 
will show.

Re- 
vealed what? That Satan 
had fallen, was still going down, 
and that his power was under 
their feet through His name. 

The casting down of Satan in 
Rev. 12, is yet in the future, and 
cf heavens,” but the ethereal 
heavens only.

going there and the ministers 
did not come. Remember the 
Word says, ‘““My people are de- 
stroyed for lack of knowledge.” 

If we expect to be recognized 
as Church of God ministers, let 
us give up manual labor and 
get about our Father's business. 
If you want your name taken to 
the Assembly as a minister of 
the Church of God, you will 
have to be about your Father’s 
business instead of digging coal, 
farming or something else.
